NOT EXPERIMENT 


Washington, March 80.—Sharp op- 


position to the New York Legisla- 
ture's plea that the Volstead act be 
modified to permit thf use of beer and 
light wine as beverejges- was expres- 
sed yesterday by Senator Capper, of 
Kansas. 


He wrote to Governor Smith he 


would do everything he could to de- 
feat »ucb * proposal^ 


Representing a state which has 


been dry for more than forty years, 
Senator Capper declared prohibition 
did not of itself promote crime, but, 
on the other hand, benefited the citi- 
zenship of the country. 


He told Governor Smith little help 


for a change in the law could be ex- 
pected from members of Congress 
representing: states which had long 
been made dry through their own 
Constitutions before the federal law- 
was enacted. 


The letter of Senator Capper close- 


ly follows one to Governor Smith 
from Senator-elect Fess, of Ohio. He 
also opposed anv change in the law. 
The Kansas Senator wrote: 


"It 
is not prohibition which in- 


creases crime, but the liquor dealers 
and those who patronize them. In the 
light of this fact any proposal which j 
tends to increase or enlarge the privj- 
leges of the liquor dealers, instead of 
decreasing the problem of lawless1- 
ness will aggravate it, 


"We have had prohibition in Kansas 


for more than forty years. To Kan- 
sas citizens prohibition is not an ex- 
periment; it is a tried and established 
institution. Our people have haH - • 
opportunity to observe the operation 
of prohibition closely and I ame en- 
tirely 
conservative in saying that 


fuflly ninety-five per cent of them 
consider the prohibitory law one of 
the greatest blessings ever bestowed 
upon the state by legislation."

Washington, March 80.—Sharp op- 


position to the New York Legisla- 
ture's plea that the Volstead act be 
modified to permit thf use of beer and 
light wine as beverejges- was expres- 
sed yesterday by Senator Capper, of 
Kansas. 


He wrote to Governor Smith he 


would do everything he could to de- 
feat »ucb * proposal^ 


Representing a state which has 


been dry for more than forty years, 
Senator Capper declared prohibition 
did not of itself promote crime, but, 
on the other hand, benefited the citi- 
zenship of the country. 


He told Governor Smith little help 


for a change in the law could be ex- 
pected from members of Congress 
representing: states which had long 
been made dry through their own 
Constitutions before the federal law- 
was enacted. 


The letter of Senator Capper close- 


ly follows one to Governor Smith 
from Senator-elect Fess, of Ohio. He 
also opposed anv change in the law. 
The Kansas Senator wrote: 


"It 
is not prohibition which in- 


creases crime, but the liquor dealers 
and those who patronize them. In the 
light of this fact any proposal which j 
tends to increase or enlarge the privj- 
leges of the liquor dealers, instead of 
decreasing the problem of lawless1- 
ness will aggravate it, 


"We have had prohibition in Kansas 


for more than forty years. To Kan- 
sas citizens prohibition is not an ex- 
periment; it is a tried and established 
institution. Our people have haH - • 
opportunity to observe the operation 
of prohibition closely and I ame en- 
tirely 
conservative in saying that 


fuflly ninety-five per cent of them 
consider the prohibitory law one of 
the greatest blessings ever bestowed 
upon the state by legislation."
